I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Sixty-First  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  upon  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of 
this  Borough  for  the  year  1941. 

The  general  health  of  the  population'  of  the  Borough,  as  that  of  the 
country  as  a  whole,  does  not  appear  to  have  been  adversely  affected  by 
war  conditions. 

The  two  outstanding  features  of  comparison  with  pre-war  reports, 

are  the  decline  of  the  Birth  Rate,  and  the  slight,  but  noticeable  increase  ' 
» 

in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  a  scheme  for  the  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
of  the  child  population,  was  instituted  in  the  Borough.  The  response 
on  the  part  of  parents  has  been  reasonably  satisfactory. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee,  for  their  keen  interest  and  support 
throughout  the  year  under  review,  and  also  my  appreciation  to  all  members 
of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  very  helpful  co-operation.

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Frater  Maternity  Home. 

This  Maternity  Home  is  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  and  is  administered  in  co-operation  with  the  Tynemouth 
Victoria  Jubilee  Infirmary,  one  Matron  acting  for  both  Institutions. 
General  Practitioners  attend  their  own  patients  in  the  Home.  Part  of 
the  cost  of  the  Services  under  the  local  scheme  is  recovered  from  the 
Patients,  in  accordance  with  a  scale  of  charges  based  on  the  family  income. 

130  patients  were  admitted  during  the  3"ear,  resulting  in  128  con¬ 
finements,  two  of  which  were  stillbirths.  The  total  births  were  129  of 
whom  67  were  males  and  62  females. 

As  a  matter  of  routine,  swabs  are  taken  from  patients  on  admission, 
and  of  227  total  examinations  made,  15  swabs  showed  streptococci. 

Average  duration  of  residence  per  patient  was  12.97  days.  Medical 
Aid  was  summoned  in  29  cases,  23  for  the  Mother  and  6  for  the  Child. 
There  were  two  Infantile  Deaths  during  the  year. 

Balkwell  Smallpox  Hospital.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE.

The  attendances  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  again 
show  a  marked  decrease  compared  with  those  of  previous  years,  due  in 
large  measure  to  evacuation,  and  also  to  the  fact  of  a  falling  off  in  the 
birth  rates  during  war  periods. 


MUNICIPAL  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

This  scheme,  instituted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Midwives  Act,  1936,  has  given  satisfactory  service  throughout  the  year, 
during  which  time  390  births  were  attended,  334  as  Midwife,  and  56  in 
the  capacity 'of  Maternity  Nurse. 

The  daily  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  held  at  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  as  part  of  this  service,  at  which  the  Municipal  Midwives  attend 
on  set  days  for  the  convenience  of  their  own  patients,  were  well  attended, 
and  a  total  of  498  new  cases  were  examined.  Any  abnormality  found 
to  be  present  in  the  condition  of  a  patient  is  reported  immediately  by 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Officer  to  the  patient's  own  medical 
practitioner,  and  during  1941  there  were  14  such  cases  reported. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  also  held  at  the  T3memouth  Victoria 
Jubilee  Infirmary,  and  at  Preston  Hospital,  for  the  convenience  of 
patients  booking  at  these  Institutions,  and  the  following  table  shows 
the  total  Ante-Natal  Clinical  Attendances  for  the  year.

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ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  CLINICS. 

Clinics  are  held  twice  each  week  at  the  Public  Health  Department. 
Conditions  treated  during  the  past  year  were,  Rickets  7  ;  Debilit)^  and 
Anaemia  9  ;  Malnutrition  6  ;  Other  Causes  3  ;  a  total  of  2S  cases,  who 
made  382  attendances. 

MILK  (MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN)  ORDER. 

A  Milk  Depot,  administered  by  the  Local  Authority  and  assisted 
by  Voluntary  Workers,  is  iji  operation,  and  provides  for  necessitous 
pregnant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  children  under  1  year  of  age.  During 
the  past  year  a  total  of  19,304  lbs.  of  Dried  Milk  was  distributed.  Dried 
Milk  was  supplied  free,  or  at  less  than  cost  price  in  64  cases.

CHILD  WELFARE. 

Three  Clinics  are  held  weekly  for  the  weighing  of  children,  whilst 
consultations  concerning  the  health  and  feeding,  together  with  general 
advice,  are  given  to  mothers. 

Treatment  for  ear,  nose  and  throat  conditions,  and  defective  vision 
is  given  by  the  Schools  Medical  Officer,  and  also  at  the  Tynemouth 
Victoria  Jubilee  Infirmary,  at  which  Institution  cases  of  Dental  caries 
are  also  treated.  Minor  operative  or  any  surgical  treatment  is  also 
available  at  the  Out-Patient  Department  of  this  Infirmary.

TYNEMOUTH  CORPORATION  ACTS,  1916-1934. 

Regulations  made  under  the  Acts  are  in  force,  and  no  persons  are 
permitted  to  use  premises  for  the  preparation  of  food  unless  they  are 
registered  by  the  Local  Authority,  who  have  power  to  refuse  registration 
if,  in  their  opinion,  the  premises  are  unsatisfactory. 

There  are  76  persons  in  the  Borough  registered  as  occupiers  of 
premises  in  which  Ice  Cream  is  sold  or  manufactured,  and  90  persons 
are  registered  as  owners  or  occupiers  of  premises  in  which  Preserved 
Meat,  Fish  Cakes,  or  other  foods  are  prepared.  These  figures  do  not 
include  premises  used  for  the  business  of  Fish  and  Potato  Frying. 
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37  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  supervise  and  emphasise 
the  need  for  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  food.  No  serious  negligence 
was  discovered.

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INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Slaughterhouses. 

There  now  remain  15  private  slaughterhouses,  which  are  subject  to 
annual  Licence.  Since  the  operation  of  the  Livestock  (Restrictions  on 
Slaughtering)  Order  1940,  all  slaughtering  is  now  centralised  at  Whitley 
Bay  under  Government  Control. 

8  Cases  of  emergency  slaughter,  for  home  consumption  were 
authorised  under  a  Licence  of  the  Local  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Meat  coming  into  the  town  is  distributed  from  four  pools,  all  of 
which  use  approved  slaughterhouses  as  centres  serving  82  butchers. 

Inspection  of  Meat. 

107  visits  v/ere  made  to  the  distributing  centres  and  shops,  as  a 
result  of  which  12  instances  of  unsound  conditions  of  meat  were  found 
chiefly  due  to  damage  and  delay  in  transit. 

SWINE  FEVER. 

Five  cases  of  suspected  Swine  F'ever  were  notified  to  the  Ministry, 
one  of  which  was  not  confirmed.  In  the  four  outbreaks  confirmed  by 
the  Veterinary  Inspectors,  50*  were  slaughtered  and  destroyed. 
Cleaning  and  disinfection  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Order. 

FISH. 

The  large  amount  of  fish  condemned  was  practically  entirely  due 
to  war  conditions,  chiefl}^  delay  in  transit.  The  Ministr}/  of  Food  was 
kept  informed  of  the  conditions  experienced.

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IMMUNISATION. 

Immunisation  against  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  or  Typhoid  Fever 
has  always  been  available  in  this  Borough,  but  until  the  Minister  of 
Health’s  Campaign  for  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  launched, 
the  general  public  made  little  response. 

Particular  attention  was  paid  to  school  children  in  the  Borough  and 
a  scheme  was  worked  out  in  conjunction  with  the  staff  of  the  Education 
Department  whereb}^  scholars  were  immunised  at  their  own  school. 
Pre-school  children  were  immunised  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres,  where  a-  regular  Immunisation  Clinic  is  held  every  Wednesday 
afternoon. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  the  total  number  of  School  Children 
immunised  under  the  above  scheme  which  was  commenced  in  June,  was 
4,547  ;  whilst  a  total  of  1,156  Pre-School  Children  were  immunised 
between  the  period  March /December,  1941,  making  a  total  of  5,703 
children.

TYNEMOUTH  CARE  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Welch,  the  Hon.  Financial  Secretary  of  the  T^memouth 
Care  Committee  reports  that  during  the  past  year,  the  number  of  cases 
assisted  was  11.  Of  this  number  9  were  granted  extra  nourishment, 
consisting  of  special  quantities  of  eggs,  and  milk,  to  approved  cases  of 
Tuberculosis.  The  2  remaining  cases  were  supplied  with  surgical 
appliances,  boots,  clothing,  etc. 

The  income  of  this  Committee  consists  of  an  annual  grant  from  the 
Tynemouth  Corporation  and  from  donations  received  from  the  Employees 
of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Gas  Co.,  and  the  Employees  of  Messrs. 
Smith’s  Dock  Co.  (Hospital  Committee).  A  special  anonymous  donation 
was  received  per  Mr.  J.  Oliver.

ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  THERAPY. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  Clinic  during  the  year 
was  98,  made  up  of  34  adults  and  64  children,  the  result  of  the  treatment 
given  being  as  follows  : —

SECTION  G.— MISCELLANEOUS. 

CIVIL  DEFENCE. 

The  work  of  organising  and  supervising  the  First  Aid  and  Casualty 
Service  of  the  Civil  Defence  Organisation  in  this  Borough,  has,  since  the 
commencement  of  hostilities  occupied  a  large  part  of  the  time  of  the 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  Staff. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  two  First  Aid  Posts,  each  having  facilities 
for  the  decontamination  of  injured  persons,  were  completely  equipped 
and  ready  for  action.  Abmulance  facilities  are  situated  in  close  proximity 
to  each  First  Aid  Post.  In  addition  there  are  four  First  x\id  Party 
Depots  situated  throughout  the  Borough,  and  two  Mobile  First  Aid 
Units  are  garaged  centrally. 

Control. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  Dr.  R.  M.  White,  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  control  all  activities  of  the  Casualty  Service, 
and  are  assisted  by  Mr.  G.  G.  Ellis  (a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Pubhc 
Health  Department),  as  Administrative  Staff  Officer,  and  by  Mr.  J.  Cox, 
Operational  Staff  Officer.  Decontamination  is  under  the  direction  of 
the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  C.  A.  Murray. 

The  two  fixed  First  Aid  Posts  in  the  Borough  are  under  the  direction 
of  Doctors  Martin  and  Paterson,  general  Medical  Practitioners,  who, 
in  emergency,  are  assisted  by  Doctors  Muirhead  and  Graham. 

Personnel. 

The  number  of  First  Aid  Parties  authorised  for  the  Borough  on 
the  commencement  of  hostilities  was  22,  having  at  their  disposal  11 
ambulances  and  1 1  cars,  but  owing  to  tlie  man-power  shortage,  much 
more  use  is  meide  of  part-time  volunteers,  and  at  the  present  time  there 
are  only  12  whole-time  paid  First  Aid  Parties  employed,  the  balance  of 
personnel  being  part-time  volunteers. 

I  raining  of  hirst  Aid  Party  personnel  has  of  late  been  largely  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  R.  M.  White,  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
whilst  Doctors  Martin  and  Paterson  are  responsible  for  the  training  of 
First  Aid  Post  personnel,  assisted  by  Mrs.  M.  A.  Flawdon,  Senior  Lay 
Superintendent  hirst  Aid  Posts.  All  Gas  Instruction  is  in  the  hands  of 
Inspector  Murray  and  Mr.  J.  A.  Ratcliffe,  both  fully  qualified  A.R.P.S. 
instructors. 

A  very  high  standard  of  proficiency  has  been  displayed  in  their 
work  throughout  the  year.
